Love of right was the keystone 
to his public life, though '.lear-cut 
lines of action according with his 
beliefs was complicated by the nec- 
essity of working through and with 
others. For example, said Dr. Bas- 
ler, Lincoln was never in doubt 
about the wrongness of slavery, but 
the Question in bis mind was what 


attended more musical performanc 
es, grand opera, symphony, and solo, 
than any other president. 


The speaker felt that Lincoln's 
education, in spite of his lack of 
schooling as we now conceive it, was 
not inferior to that of other youngs- 
ters of his day. 
He mastered the 
three R's and studied books much 
finer than many now in use. A deep 
love of literature and his pholospohy 
of education, "A man is never too 
old to learn," is another key to his 
surprisingly broad knowledge and 
the feeling for rhythm, color, and 
turn of phrase which characterize 
his writing and speaking.
